Dradish left tho road and took a cross 
path through the woods towards his 
orchard.

again, thinking that the closeness lo 
the scene of the murder might un- 
nerve him to such an extent that .he 
would confess.

Davis Tells of Beginning of 


Scientific Inyestigation Under 
Direction of President 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Nov. 1.— 


The beginning of a new, scientific in- 
vestigation of the industrial situation, 
under the direction of President Wilt 
son, which will contribute to the ad- 
ministration's 
trust legislation pro- 


gram at the session of congress begin- 
ning Dec. I, was announced here last 
night by Commissioner Joseph E. Da- 
vies. o£ the bureau of corporations, in 
an address hefore the National Asso- 
ciation of Hardware Dealers. 


"Whether a competitive svstem of 


large units, or a monopolistic system 
is the most advantageous to society is 
the question tha bureau will attempt 
to determine. 


"It Is characteristic of tho quality of 


mind of the president of the 
United 


States that ha should desire facts on 
which to basj his judgment." said 
Commissioner LWies. There is now 
no governmental or other agencies en- 
gaged in attempting to get scientific 
information on this fact. 
We 
shall 


enter into this investigation with the 
solo intent of working out a scientific 
and fair minded spirit the facts, abso- 
lutely as they. are. 
So vital and 
so 


fundamental is this problem, that 
to 


attack it in any other spirit would be 
criminal. What Is needed is light; not 
heat. The problem bristles with diffi- 
culty. It will demand 
an 
increased 


appropriation from congress. The re- 
sults may not coincide with all we 
hope to procure but we can, however, 
obtain 
facts 
that 
contribute 


toward correct interpretation 
of 
in- 


dustrial conditions as they exist.'1 


Tho Trust Problem 


Commissioner Davies declared that 


the ultimate- solution of the trust prob- 
lem depended upon the determination 
of the question his bureau is about to 
investigate. That, he believed to be a 
fundamental behind whether the prob- 
lem might he solved by amendments 
to the Sherman law; by an industrial 
trade commission or by action looking 
to regulation by the individual stales. 
If the monopolistic system should be 
found to be most efficient there would 
still remain, he said, in spite of that 
fact, a question whether ihe govern- 
ment should 
maintain 
an 
attitude 


against monopoly by reason of other 
and greater additional evils it induces. 


Reviewing 
arguments 
for 
and 


against monopoly, Commissioner Da- 
vies declared that one of 
the 
chief 


concerns of the great body of people 
for whom the government 
exists 


which form of production, competitive 
or monopolistic can produce and sell 
what tho public buys most 
cheaply, 


consistent with fair standards of living 
for workers. Ho sketched the business 
growth of the counlry and tile rise of 
tho corporation.

National 
Government 


to Become More Active 
in Building Highways 


Recent events foreshadow, 
In 
the 


near future, tho creation of a national 
commission of experts to , study 
the 


whole subject of good roads in this 
country, ana to recommend the most 
effective basis on which tho national 
government can take part 
In 
road 


building. Secretary' Murphy 
of 
the 


board of trade Is Interested in this 
movement. 


Among tho resolutions adopted by 


the American road congress at Detroit 
was one requesting congress to au- 
thorize tho president of 'the United 
States ''to.appoint a commission from 
civil life, with a sufficient appropria- 
tion to make a thorough and exhaus- 
tive report on and to recommend a 
system of fciftral aid." 


Highway commissioners, 
engineers 


and good roads men generally are be- 
coming convinced that. It would be un- 
wise for the government to commit 
itself to any road building plan on a 
large scale without first availing itself 
of the results of careful study by such 
a commission. Any plan to be effec- 
tive must involve a large expenditure 
of money, and many:o£ the aspects of 
the subject are so technical that it 
cannot properly be considered at first 
by a. congressional committee. 
The 


great national irrigation projects, the 
Sault Satntc Marie canal, the vast river 
and harbor improvements of the na- 
tion, and finally the Panama canal- 
all called for special expert commis- 
sions. How much greater the need if 
the nation is to huild roads! 
On the 


wisdom of its plan will depend the 
usefulness of its roads. 


Advocates of a 
national highway 


system built and maintained entirely 
by tho government will,regret that the 
Detroit resolution limited the activities 


stated-"that 


the American road congress favors the 
establishment of a. national road sys- 
tem, and favors the construction by 
tho states, counties and' towns of tho 
lateral and connecting market high- 
ways." 
f 


That is exactly the plan which the 


National Highway association is work- 
ing for, and on which in all probability, 
tho proposed commission 
will 
ulti- 


mately decide. Given national trunk 
lines, the states cannot afford to de- 
lay and will not delay improving the 
Inter-country roads 'that connect with 
them; the counties cannot afford not 
to Improve the inter-town roads that 
connect.with the state systems, and 
the towns cannot afford not to improve 
the local farm and market roads that 
connect with the county and 
stato 


systems. 
• 
' 


• The cry of "federal aid 
for 
farm 


roads" sounds well, but federal aid on 
a scale large enough to take care of a 
million or more miles of farm roads is 
obviously out of the question, and If 
tho farmers .wait for results from It 
most of them will "die in the mud." A 
system of 50,000 or 100.000 miles of na- 
tional highways, similar to that advo- 
cated by the National Highway asso- 
ciation, will bring good roads to the 
fanners far more quickly.

Forecast For New Weather 


ETEOROLOGICALLY speak- 
ing, Charles Frederick Mar- 
vin, the new head of the 
United States weather bu- 


reau, may best be likened to the trade 
winds, which blow steadily all tha year 
round In ono direction. 
He is Just 


about as steady—in fact, ho never 
changes In his devotion to tho scien- 
tific study of tha weather. For him the 
wind has been blowing steadily In one 
direction for twenty-nine years, and

turbed by a volcanic eruption.In the 
Fiji Islands, It uses an Instrument In- 
vented or improved by Mr. Slarvln. 
The weather Is his general topic, and 
Instruments to use In studying It are 
his specialty. 
Hera are some of his 


feats in the construction of tha things 
of gauges and tubes: 


He has made important .Investiga- 


tions of anemometers for the measure- 
ment of wind velocities and pressures; 
has Invented Instruments for measur-

held before him by U'ilUs L. Moore. 


Of course the weather enters Into the 


daily and nocturnal lives of all of us. 
but mighty few of us have made so 
close a study of It as has Chief Mar- 
vin. The weather is his" hobby as well 
as his business. He has Invented In- 
struments to measure it. to proba it, to 
register 
It, to estimate Its height, 


width, depth and velocity. When the 
weather bureau wants to know how 
much solar radiation there Is, or how 
high tho clouds are, or how much rain 
or snow has fallen, or to what degree 
the crust of the earth bas been dli- 


Ing and automatically recording rain- 
fall, snowfall, sunshine, atmospheric 
pressure, evaporation, etc.; has made 
extensive- studies and written on the 
use of kites for ascertaining meteoro- 
logical conditions in the free air the 
registration of earthquakes, the meas- 
urement of evaporation, solar radia- 
tion, temperature with electrical re- 
sistance thermometers, etc, 


European and othr-r foreign weath- 


ers, taken In bulk, being essentially the 
same as American weather, the scien- 
tists of the rest of the world have rec- 
ognized Professor Marvin's ability in 
this line by adopting and using Instru- 


merits Invented or perfected by him. 


Professor»llarvin 
made his first 


weather observations In Putnam, O, 
where ha was bom Oct 1, 1853. It 
was while he was an instructor In me- 
chanical drawing and mechanical ano 
physical laboratory practice In th« 
Ohio State university that ha was at- 
tracted by a newspaper notice to ths 
effect that the old signal corps, the 
predecessor of the present weather bu- . 
reau, needed young men. Ho has been 
connected with the service over since 
and has represented It officially at sci- 
entific congresses at homo and abroad. 


Personally tha weather chief resem- 


bles tho gentle western zephyr rather 
than the rudo north wind, for there is 
nothing self assertive about him. When 
the Interviewer gets at him and asks 
personal questions ho steers the man 
with the pencil off Into Interesting ex- 
planations of tho latest piece of appa- 
ratus or the newest methods of observ- 
ing weather In various parts of the 
United States. 


Professor Marvin Is married and has 


three children of whom he la very fond 
and proud. 
He is athletic In appear- 


ance, but confesses that he does nol 
play golf and finds his greatest recrea- 
tion in Ions walks along country roads 
' 


But there, he says, ho looks at the 
trees and flowers and grass instead of- ' 
the clouds, for ho believes that oven 
the man most devoted to his work 
should, get 
away from It onca in 


awhile. 


The long delay In appointing Pro- 


fessor Marvin to succeed Professor 
Moore was due. It is said, to PresinVn: 
Wilson's desire to appoint the scientiflr 
expert best fitted for the place at the 
head of the bureau. 
Professor Mar- 


vin's name was presented to the presi- 
dent by a committee appointed by the 
National Academy of Sciences. Twen- 
ty-six names were considered, and by 
a 
process 
of elimination 
Professor 


Marvin's name came out on top—which 
speaks highly for his standing among 
men of scientific attainments.

The heginnins of a new, scientilic in- 
vestigation of the industrial situation, 
under the direction of President Wil- 
son, which will contribute to the ad- 
ministration's 
trust legislation pro- 


gram at the session of congress begin- 
ning Dec. 1, was announced here last 
night by Commissioner Joseph E. Da- 
vies, of the bureau ol corporations, in 
an address before the. National Asso- 
ciation of Hardware Dealers. 


"Whether a competitive system of 


large units, or a monopolistic system 
is the moat advantageous to societv is 
the rjucstion the bureau will attempt 
to determine. 


"It is characteristic of the quality of 


mind of the president of the 
United 


States that ha should desire facts on 
which to has= 
his 
judgment." 
said 


Commissioner Uavics. There is 
now 


no governmental or other agencies en- 
gaged in attempting to get scientific 
information on this fact. 
We 
shall 


enter into this investigation with the 
solo intent of working out a scientific 
and fair minded spirit the facts, abso- 
lutely as they are. So vital and 
so 


fundamental is this problem, that 
to 


attack H in any other spirit would he 
criminal. 
What is needed is light; not 


heat. The problem bristles with diffi- 
culty. It will demand 
an 
increased 


appropriation from congress. The re- 
sults may not coincide with all we 
hope to procure but we can, however, 
obtain 
facts 
that 
will 
contribute 


toward correct interpretation 
of 
in- 


dustrial conditions as they exist." 


The Trust Problem 


Commissioner Davies declarer! that 


tho ultimate solution of the trust prob- 
lem depended upon the 
determination 


of the riucstion. his bureau is about to 
investigate. 
That, he believed to be a 


fundamental behind whether the prob- 
lem might he solved by amendments 
to tho Sherman law; hy an industrial 
trade commission or by action looking 
to regulation by the individual states. 
If. the monopolistic system should bo 
found to he most efficient there would 
still remain, he said, in spite of that 
fact, a question whether the govern-

attitude 


against monopoly by reason of other 
and greater additional evils it induces. 


Reviewing

what the public buys most 
cheaply, 


consistent with fair standards of living 
for workers. Ho sketched the business 
growth of the country and the rise of 
tho corporation.

corporations 


have come into property of more than 
twenty-two billion ilollais. Two nun- 
'Ircd artificial persons own three times 
a* much wealth as lite country oivnci. 
in 1S50. 
That suin Is three and one- 


half times as ^reaf. as the public debt. 
The jurors income of one of these ar- 
luleial persons is equal to the fircat 
r-.venuc of the government from inter* 
•la! revenue ar.d customs. Twenty-four 
• > f these corporations have three and 


« i-.^-balf times tbe gross income of Ihc. 
'<iVrat ^ovcrnnn. nt. 


•These facts are not citeil as an In- 


•lictnient against Ihe m?n engaged in 
t h ' E C enterprises but simply to show 


the way in which 
we are 
growing. 


The period of greatest development in 
this movement occurred in the face of 
the Sherman law and

to 
1S04 


when it was first sought to Le made 
an active agency for the government. 


"There lias come an economic revolu- 


tion. The unorganized many who arb 
demanding that law shall protect then- 
rights from the encroachment of the 
organized few. Government, or society 
is concerned w i t h these tremendous in- 
dustrial units on several different an- 
fc-lCE. What effect have these gigantic 
concentrations had upon the question 
of ropi esentativc government and iu 
perpetuity? Is there danger of the child 
hecomi.iK greater 
than 
the 
parent? 


What safeguards must the state throw 
about itself so that the powers of gov- 
ernment may not be subverted by the 
greed of men and the Inherent human 
selfisbnrss? ATI investigation only re- 
cently conducted by congress has giv- 
en evidences of certain insidious influ- 
ences that attack the integritv of gov- 
ernment itself. 


"The economic aspects of the prob- 


lem, the fair. Just attitude of govern- 
ment to capital invested and men In- 
terested in and directing these great 
enterprises as well as lo the public at 
large, and what shall bo done to pre- 
serve freedom of opportunity for busi- 
ness, is [he Tiroblem to 
which con- 


gress will adilrcs itself in the imme- 
diate future." 


Commissioner Davies reviewed vari- 


ous suggestions for amendment of tho 
Sherman law many of which have been 
introducer! as Mils In congress, looking 
to tbe prevention of the issue of wa- 
tt-red stock, 
interlocking 
ownership, 


common directorates and other similar 
conditions to which 
manv 
economic 


evils are attributed, lie spoke particu- 
larly of the contention that the gov- 
ernment shoul.l regulate and control 
prices. 


"Our 
theory 
of 
government 
is 


wrong." said he, "if our laws shall not 
decree that th.: few 
men 
who 
are 


trustees for jncioty and who should 
be fairly anil abundantly compensated 
for the services they 
render, 
should 


also be prevented from 
putting their 


feet in the tro-j Kh if they become ani- 
mated by the fundamental greed that 
lies in human mature.

equally important with the

Rivers which 
might be profitably used to irrigate 
these lands, are pouring their wasted 
waters Into the sea. 


"Meanwhile the people are huddling 


together in manufacturing centers and, 
with improper and 
often 
insufficient 


food, are generating disease and creat- 
ing the slums.

Tho ^rdcr 
now being prepared will suspend ail 
these rates, preventing them from ?*,- 
ins into effeot until some lime r.-.xt 
year, and meanwhile the commission 
will investigate. 


The railroads liliriK the rates feel

ETEOROLOGICALLT sneak- 
Ing, Charles Frederick Mar- 
vin, the new head of the 
United States weather bu- 


reau, may best be likened to tho trade 
winds, which blow steadily all the year 
round in one direction. 
He Is Just 


about as steady—in fact, ha never 
chanses in his devotion to tho scien- 
tific study of the weather. For him the 
wind has been blowing steadily in one 
direction for twenty-nine years, and 


turbed by a volcanic eruption in the 
E'iji islands. It uses an Instrument In- 
vented or improved by Mr. Marvin. 
The weather is his general topic, and 
Instruments to use in studying it are 
his specialty. Here are some o£ his 
feats in the construction of the things 
of ffauffes and tubes:
